2. In reference la, the Joint Chiefs of Staff recommended 

chat implementation of SOUTHPAW-type operations into Laos not 
be undertaken at this time. This recommendation was based on 
the judgment that the political and military risks involved 
outweighed the merits of the proposal. By reference lb, you 
concurred in this recommendation. 


3. (U) As requested in reference lc, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 

have reconsidered the proposal. Further, CINCPAC and COMUSMACV 
were queried to provide any new factors or considerations which 
be weighed during the conduct of this review. 


4. Neither COMUSMACV nor CINCPAC has provided any new 

actors or considerations which would lead to a recommendation 
to authorize SOUTHPAW operations at this time. References 
Id and le apply. 
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5 : (€51 The Joint Chiefs of Staff consider that the factors 

outlined in reference la are still valid and that the expanded 
enemy activity outlined in reference Id is not sufficient to 
outweigh these highly significant political and military con- 
siderations. Therefore, they recommend that SOUTHPAW not be 
undertaken at this time.
